DISTElBHTISa FOOD FISH. 


HOW YOUNG CAKP ARE SENT TO APPLI- 


CANTS THROUGHOUT THK COUNTRY. 
A Washington despatch saye: The old 


Armory building In tbls. city, wtlch was 
built thirty years ago for tbe accommoda- 
tion of tbe citizen soldiery of the District 
of Columbia, Is now devoted to more 
peaceful uses. A Tribune, correspondent 
who visited It, Wednesday, fonnd tbe first 
floor occupied by a portion of the para- 
phernalia of tbe United States Flab Com- 
mission, and by several of Professor 
Balrd's assistants who are just now busily 
engaged in preparing aomo thousands of 
young carp for their journey to different 
parts of tbe country. 
During the last 


week about 26,090 of these fish were ship- 
ped, and to-day 16,000 more were to be 
sent. Of tbe 36,000 already shipped, 1,000 
were destined to stock pond* in Pennsyl- 
vania, 2,000 for New York, 6,600 for Maata- 
chnsetta and other New England States, 
1,900 for Columbus, Ohio, 12,400 for Ken- 
tucky, 1,600 for Virginia, and tbe remain- 
der, for Maryland and to Individuals In 
other States. Tbe 16,000 to be shipped to- 
day are mainly for- Iowa and Minnesota. 
About 27,000 young fish still remain In lh« 
tank* at tbe Armory; and tbere still re- 
mains to be drained tbe larger of tbe two 
propagating ponds, so it Is probable that 
Professor Baird will be able to distribute 
more than 100,000 of'tbe young of this food 
fish tbls present autumn. 
In reply to a question, tbe Professor said 


that from 12,000 to 16,000 cup ponds in all 
bave been stocked nnee tbe Commission 
began tbe woik. About 10,000 applica- 
tions are now on file from different parts 
of tbe Union, and new application) are 
constantly received at the me of fllty to 
one hundred per day. As tbe value of tbe 
carp for food, the ease ''with which It is 
kept, and tbe rapidity witb wbteh tbe 
species multiplies, aa well as that ot Us 
growth, iMcome known la a county or 
neighborhood, tbe .demand for young flab 
lo stock new: ponds of conn* Increases. 
Tbe hardy ooniutntlon ot tne carp renders 
Ita trantportatlon alive and in good con- 
dition from plsovto' n)w» an easy matter, 
and Is anethar stron^'polnt In Its favor.

He did so, 
and when they reached Waablngton again 
after a week's absence, tbe flsb were found 
In good condition abd did not appear to/'

& warm room ia the meantime. The small 
backets mentioned are much used In send- 
ing carp to Individual applicants not too 
remote from Washington. Where a num- 
ber of applicants live in tbe same vicinity, 
a dozen or two dozen buckets are packed 
in a strong wooden crate and sent by ex- 
press. For larger shipments, ten-gallon 
tin cans arc used, one of which accommo- 
date from IM to 200 ^onng fish. 


It has been fonnd by experience that the 


young fsb taken from the water In 
the spring appear (to be more tender 
and do not bear transportation so well 
as .f nose taken In thelautumn. It is found, 
too, that the growth of the carp in tbe 
South is about twice, as rapid aa In tbe 
North. There is a carp now at the Smith- 
sonian Institution wbicb, as a young Qeh 
an Inch or two in (length, was sent to 
Georgia and placed in a pond where it re- 
mained less than a year, when it was sent 
back to Washington 
weighing seven 


pounds. In the latilbdeof New Tork and 
New England, one c f Professor Balrd's as- 
sistants Informed ti ie correspondent, the 
average yearly incre ise in weight tbe first 
year is about three \to three and a lialf 
pounds. Carp weighing from three to six 
pounds are occasionally seen on tbe tables 
offish dealers in thelWasbingten markets, 
baving been taken In the Potomac, into 
which it is supposed they escaped during a 
season of high waterjwhen tbe carp ponds 
were Invaded by the liver. These flsb are 
esteemed a delicacy and sell at good prices.
